7 July. In the absence of Dr. Wheelon, he asked to speak to 
the undersigned.

I pointed out to him that 
not only had no agreement been signed, but indeed that a new 
agreement was still in process of being drafted. I pointed 
out to him that Under Secretary Vance had given Admiral Raborn 
on Friday, 2 July a draft of an agreement, which agreement we 
believed had been authored by Dr. Fubini. I further informed 
him that draft had been deemed unacceptable by the DCI and 
that a new draft was now being prepared in this building,

be reviewed by Dr. Wheelon and hopefully would be presented 
by Admiral Raborn to Under Secretary Vance toward the end of 
the week of 12 July.
